The Waterbury (Conn.) American
contains an account of successful sur-

gery that Is worthy of notice. It is
the case of Miss Hattie Thomas, who
more than a year ago, while in the
employment of Edwin Smith, a man-

ufacturer of buttons In Naugatuck,
had her hair torn completely off her
head from the nape of the neck to the
forehead, including one eyebrow and
a part of one ear, by being caught in
a revolving shaft. The wound was
worse than the scalping by an Indian,
who merely cuts a circle of three or
four inches diameter about the crown,
and leaves his victim tonsured like a
Roman monk or friar. Such cases of
scalping are on record In which the
loss of the natural headcoverine was
supplemented by an artificial toupee.
But in this case the exposure of the
skull threatened death by exhaustion
induced by suppuration. The Amtr-ica- n

says:
"At the time it wa3 supposed the

victim of the horrid maiming could
survive the shock but a short time,
and If she recovered from the shock
to her nervous system, her life would
be of but short duration, as she could
not long stand the agony of the pain
from the wound, nor the drain upon
her constitution by the suppuration,
that must inevitably taKo place.

Dr. 8. G. Barrett, then of Nauga-
tuck, but now residing in Waterbury,
who was in almost constant attend-
ance upon the sufferer, found that she
was likely to rally from the first ef-
fects of the aocident. He therefore
determined to resort to the process of
"skin grafting," discovered about
three years ago by M. Reverdin, of
Paris, as a means of saving the life of
his patient. About sis or seven
weeks after the accident, when the
wound had been brought into a
healthy state by suppuration, the ex
periment as tried, the patient her-
self furnishing the first "seed skin"
from her arm. The method of re-

moving the skin required is simply to
clasp the piece between the thumb
and finger, raising it up, and clip-
ping off with knife or scissors. This
first attempt was n success, aud great-
ly enceuraged thedoctor, who contin-
ued experiment, still taking the
'seed skin" from the arm of Miss
Thomas, but the excessive discharge
from tue neau wound, and the addi-
tional drain from the new wounds,
necessitated by the removal of the
skin, made it absolutely necessary
that the doctor procure his supply of
"seed skin" from other sources. Mis9
Gibson, her faithful nurse and partic-
ular friend before.nnti after the acci-
dent, volunteered to furnish the next
eupply, and when the lady waa ex-
hausted, and the experiment contin-
ued to show every indication of sue--cee- s,

the dootor mutilated his own
arm for the benefit of his patient and
the elucidation of science. And not
the least noteworthy circumstance is
that a number of the young lady
friends of Miss Thomas came forward
and volunteered to furnish, as far as
they could, whatever new material
was needed. Thus the doctor, at va-
rious times and from different per-
sons, took sixty-fou- r pieces of "seed
skin," varying in sire, the larger piec-
es being sufficient to covor a silver
half dollar. These larpe pieces were,
In some instances, divided and sub-
divided, so that the number of separ-
ate pieces applied to the wound
amounted to at least one hundred and
fifty. Theso pieces of healthy skin
thus transplanted would soon grow
and extend from one piece to another,
until, after the lapse of time, the
pieces would join each other and shoot
out until the margin of the wound
was reaohed, aud in this manner the
head had become entirely covered
with a new growth of skin. All kinds
of wouuds heal from the margin and
not from the center, and the growth
from the old skin iu this case, all
round from the back of the neck to
the eyebrows, has been only about an
inch. If this "grafting" or "trans
planting" had not been resorted to,
the wound would have remained a
running Bore and soen exhausted the
life of the victim.

On examining the head the action
of nature can be seen in the develop-
ment of new blood-vesse- ls or veins,
which branch out and unite with
each other, the original "seed skin"
forming no Impediment to the growth
of the veins. The development of
veins and blood-vesse- ls aho indicates
healthy action of the skin.

It is doubtful if a case so remarka-
ble is on record. If the experiment
troves to be as successful as presentfindications promise, the skill of Dr.

Bartlett will be as profitable to him
as the recovery of his patient will be
gratifying."

KKWSPAPSRS IK Tlii aOUT.I.

A southern paper sayE. "One of the
great evils of Southern journalis m is,
that the South has at least twice as
many papers as she will support. She
coulu Bupport the number she now
has, but she does not, and, judging
the future by the past, she will not.
There are several reasons for this.
The South has never been educated
to support newspapers. This lack of
the proper appreciation of the power
of journalism is one of the curses en-
tailed upon the country by her slavery
yaiem ana slavery civilization, tlie

masses, in a great measure, took their
opinions of public affairs, and cast
their votes, according to the opinions
and wishes, and, too often, the dicta-
tion of the wealthy planters, and the
politicians their Interests, whims or
prejudices led them to support. Peo-
ple thus led had no particular use for
newspapers. And then the South not
Demg a free-scho- ol country, there wn"
not sufficient education and taste lor
literature and culture to cause news-
papers to be sought after. The same
classes, equally as poor, and having to
work harder to make a living in the
North and In Europe, read newspa-
pers eargely and highly valued them,
because popular education bad dis-
seminated a taste for reading and a
thirst for knowledge."
